“Where are they?“ demanded the Judge 
sharply. ‘“‘Do you mean to come into this 
court and say that the documents have been 
lost? 

**] wish to say the clerk who had charge of 
them has gone away, and though we have 
made every effort to find him we cannot 
do so.” 3 
It’s a Most Serious Matter. 


*T must say.“ broke in Judge Brentano, ap- 
parently much provoked, I consider this a 
most serious’ matter. I have placed public 
documents in the hands of a clerk of this 
court, to be produced at a certain time. That 
time is come. The clerk cannòt be found, 
neither can the papers. I consider it highly 
irregular,”’ 

The Judge then reviewed the circumstances 
under which the complaints were made out 
and for what purpose. If they were not passed 
upon at once they would lose their value. It 
was strange they should have disappeared at 
the time when most needed. 

“Those papers should have been in the 
vault, Mr. Clerk,“ he went on, where public 
records are kept. Were they ever put there? 

Ido not know,“ came the reply. 

This nettled the court and he broke out 
abruptly: I will hold you personally respon- 
sible for them. I will take a recess till 3 
o’clock to give you further time.

Called Thém Political Documents. 


Attorney Williams, who was awake to the 
importancé of prompt action, addressed the 
court and requested to be sworn. This was 
done. He told of filing forty-five complaints 
Thursday and thirty-six Saturday. He said 
he went before Clerk Schubert Saturday even- 
ing with J. S. Cochran, who swore to the 
thirty-six complaints. The oath was adminis- 
tered by a deputy clerk. After ward Mr. 
Schubert turned the papers over to Deputy 
Clerk Driscoll with the remark, These are 
political documents, take care of them.”’ 
The demand made for the complaints and 
warrants during the day was related. It is 
easy enough to see through this, ‘said Attor- 
ney Williams. . ‘‘ Wednesday, when these 
warrants are of no use, they can be found 
easily, Suchascheme is an insult to this 
court. It is a gross violation of official duty, 
and I move that the Clerk of the Criminal 
Court be cited to appear before this court for 
contempt.”’ 

Brentano Grows Vehement. 


Jean bear out what Attorney Williams 
has said in relation to the proceedings in this 
court, began the Judge vehemently. ‘ He 
is correct. The facts in this matter bring out 
a most extraordinary proceeding. I will say 
and I say it advisedly the matter under con- 
sideration reflects very unfavorably upon the 
administration of the affairs of the office of 
Clerk of the Criminal Court. It comes to 
me that Clerk Schubert designates the papers 
in question as political documents and in 
giving them over to a clerk tells him to 
take good care of them. How can he 
call these warrants and complaints 
political documents? It is an insult 
to this court for him to do so. I am 
sitting here as a Judge and not as a_ politi- 
cian. The Clerk of the Criminal Court or 
any one else has no right to call these docu- 
ments political, and as I said before it is an 
insult to this court to do so. Such conduct 
reflects seriously on this office. I might not 
have issued warrants on these complaints. 
They were filed here in the regular order of 
business and I put them aside until I should 
have time to examine each of them. They 
area part of the record of this court and 
should be here the same as any other record 
asked for and necessary in the trial of 
a case. ‘The clerk’s excuse that these 
documents were given over to some irrespon- 
sible clerk is inadequate. Suppose that every - 
thing was ready for the opening of an im- 
portant trial and it should be found that the 
indictment was missing, and later the clerk 
should send word here that he had given the 
indictment to some minor clerk whose pres- 
ent whereabouts are unknown? What sort 
of an excuse would that be for clogging the 
wheels of justice? The case under considera- 
tion is similar in all respects. It is a most 
extraordinary proceeding. I will take the 
motion to bring Mr. Schubert in on a charge 
of contempt under advisement until Wednes- 
day morning. If the plaintiff has any affi- 
davits to file I will hold a session of court 
later to receive them. 

A brief consultation was held with Mr. 
Williams, and the court at his request took a 
recess to 6 o'elock.

The meeting at Trinity Church was attended 
by 2,000 citizens, who crewded to the side- 
walk when the speaking was tinished, 
While separating to go to their homes at 
least fifteen strange men circulated 
in the crowds, and in great 
haste began to lay hands on those around 
them, at the same time displaymg stars and 
reading from what they said were warrants. 
Each detective laid hold of as many 
men as he could reach and keep 
in custody, and, in great haste, ran 
away with them. There was great 
consternation and a loud outcry, but before 
those who had witnessed the outrage could 
inquire why the arrests were made their 
friends and their captors were lost in the 
darkness. The work had been well done, 

Relatives Are Alarmed, 

There was a rush for the Republican head- 
quarters at No. 580 Milwaukee avenue and 
the story of the crime was told to S. Ward- 
man, the Secretary of the ward organization, 
and Jacob Horn. These men, with friends of 
the kidnaped voters, proceeded at once to the 
Chicago Avenue Police Station and asked to 
see their friends. The officers in charge 
seemed to be much surprised at the request, 
and when told of the outrage perpetrated pro- 
fessed entire ignorance of what had ac- 
curred. Tho men, they said, had not been 
brought to that station, and they knew of no 
warrants. They did not give the visitors an 
opportunity to visit the cells, The North Av- 
eaue Police Station was the next place visit- 
ed, and the result of inquiries there was the 
same as ai Chicago avenue. 

From there the Republican leaders re- 
turued to their headquarters. and held a con- 
sultation. While they had been absent at the 
police stations their rooms had filltd up with 
terrified relatives of the arrested men, some 
of whom were so excited as to become hyster- 
ical. They cried out against the outrage 
and prociaimed that the Czar of Russia 
would not dare do what unknown men, sup- 
posed to belong to Mr. Hopkins’ police force, 
had just done. Much time was spent in 
quieting the crowd, and it was finally decided 
to split up into search parties and make a tour 
of the police stations. It was then 12 o’clock. 

When the outraged people had given up 
hope of seeing their friends the patrel 
wagon; were heard passing down the 
street and in them were some of 
the arrested men. The wagons were 
rapidly driven down-town, one going to the 
City-Hall and the other to the Central Detail 
Station onthe Lake-Front. The men were 
ordered out of the wagons and locked up, but no 
record of the arrests was made. They were 
behind prison bars, but no charges against 
them were made. Soon at both places their 
friends appeared, and when they offered bail 
they were brutally told to get out.

Defeat May Came by Fraud, 

It is the firm belief of the Republican lead- 
ers that the State and county tickets will be 
elected by handsome orities unless whole, 
sale frauds are p by the tax-eaters’ 
machine in this county.

apparentiy so much reason for alarm. There 
has been abundant evidenve of the intention 
of certain unscrupulous politicians to use every 
effort to steal the election. So alarming is tne 
outlook for today that the Civic Federation, 
an organization made up of Democratic and 
interested in fair play 
honest elections, has taken matters in 
hand and will collect evidence for the 
prosecution of election frauds of all kinds.

ernoon making a similar offer. James R. B. 
Van Cleave 2 put up $500 which he will 
distribute ic re for the conviction of 
election offenders in the First Ward, paying 
100 each for the first five convictions. The

There ig no doubt that much fraud 
was practiced at the December election in 
1893 and also at the spring election last April, 
Instead of going a the grand jury and 
having men indicted and then dropping the 
cases, it is the pu of the Civic Federation 
to push the suits through the courts and send 
the offenders to the penitentiary, where they 
belong, Any man, whether he is an election 
judge or a clerk, who attempts to violate the 
law — Ay will do so at the risk of going 
penitent The respectable people 1 this 
city ha ve come to the conclusion that ballot- 
box frauds have been carried on long enough 
and that the only thing leit todo is to send 
a lot of people over the road. It 
is expected that in this way the 
evils can be successfully checked. 
Watchers Will Be Numerous, 

The little joker business will hardly work 
with so many people watching out for dis- 
honest practices, and a man who buckles one 
of these little stamps on his thumb does so at 
his own peril. It is doubtful if any judge who 
is aware that the knowledge of the existence 
of these stamps has become public will dare 
to use one today. Every ballot has the num- 
ber of the precinct and the ward printed on 
the back of it, and it wiil be an easy matter to 
trace the use of these stamps to one of three 
men. If two of the judges did not use the 
stamp they would be interested in throwing 
suspicion from themselves and will certainly 
be age to testify against the one who 
did. n case two men or all 
three should use them, the Challen- 
gers and the clerks and the watchers will be 
on hand and can corroborate the evidence ‘he 
ballot itself furnishes should it ever come to 
light. It is no doubt figured that the ballots 
will never be opened. The law provides that 
the ballots shall be preserved six months after 
election and then destroyed and not be opened 
except in case of contest. They are placed in 
an envelope, sealed, and sent to the Election 
Commissioners’ office with the ballot boxes, 
Unless these envelopes are opened by the 
County Court the fact that a stamp had been 
used would not be discovered unless some of 
the election officers should give the matter 
away. A desperate effort was made by the 
grand jury last spring to get at the ballots in 
the Hopkins-Swift election. 


Preference to Democratic Judges. 


Considerable comment was created yester- 
day by the manner in which the ballots, the 
bailot-boxes, and the registers were given to 

the election judges for use at she polling 
. toduy. The election law provides that 
the judges of election of any pre- 
cinct shall on the day preceding 
any vlection call at the office of the Com- 
missioners and receive two registers of such 
precinct, one being received oy the representa- 
tive of one leading political party and the 
other by the representative of the other lead- 
ing political party. As to the ballot-box, the 
law says it shail be delivered to one of the 
judges with the key, and that it shall contain 
the poll books and all the blanks and 
stationery required for the election. 
It is evidentliy contemplated in the 
law that the three judges shal! go together, to 
get the stationery, the ballot box and regis- 
ters, and they shall go on tho day preceding 
the election. It is claimed that some of the 
Democratic judges called at the Election 
Comtnissioners’ office Sunday night and were 
given the registers and boxes for their pre- 
cinct. They were not accompanied by the 
Republican judge or judges, as the case 
might be. It is also claimed that Deino- 
cratic judges were given the preference and 
that by a prearranged plan they took advan- 
tage of the Republican judge or judges and 
got possession of the registers, etc., by going 
to the office of the Election Commissioners 
between 4 and 6 o’clock yesterday morning, 
Chief Clerk Taylor said that none of these par- 
aphernalia wus given out before 6:10 yester- 
day morning, but the statements that such is 
not the case were numerous from other 
sources. 

Republican Judges Shut Out. 


T. J. Lawrence, Republican judge of the 
Fifteenth Precinct of the First W ard, was on 
hand bright and eariy at the office of the C om. 
missioners to receive the register and ballots, 
but he didn’t get them, Mr. wrence ar- 
rived at the office at 5:30 a. m. and stood in 
line antil five minutes to 6 o’clock,. when he 
reached the clerk’s window.

PUBLISHER SCOTT CHARGED WITH LIBEL 


Samuel O'Neill Claims He Has Been De- 
famed and Swears Out a Warrant. 

Publisher James W. Scott of the Herald is 
under $500 bond to appear before Justice 
Underwood on Nov. 8 for preliminary ex- 
amination ona charge of libel. The charge 
was preferred by Samuel O'Neill, an ex- 
policeman, yesterday, as the result of an 
article published in the Herald Sunday. It 
was headed: Spies of III Fame, and pur- 
ported to be an exposé of the Republican 
secret service. The five men named as de- 
tectives of the service were M. J. Gallery, 
Samuel O'Neill, Ike Rivers, Clarence Wood- 
ruff, and ex-Police’ Captain Shippy. All 
came in for terrific ‘“‘roasts,” it being de- 
clared that every one of them had been dis- 
charged from the police force in disgrace by 
Mayor. Hopkins “for good and sufficient 


use. 

Of O'Neill the article said: O'Neill is the 
man who killed Michael MeNamara two or 
three years ago at Desplaines and Bunker 
streets and who escaped prosecution by the 
kindness of a jury impaneled by the Reput- 
lican Coroner, Henry Hertz. He was expelled 
from the force by Mayor Cregier, reinstated 
by Mayor Washburne, again discharged by 
Mayor Harrison, reinstated by Acting Mayor 
Swift, and for the third time thrown into the 
street by Mayor Hopkins. All the discharges 
were for cause. As a reform spy and 
a protector of the purity of the ballot-box 
Samuel O'Neill, the associate of the lowest 
criminals of this great City and the known 
representative of some of the unfortunate 
women who ply their trade on the West Town, 
is entitled to firat place. The killi of Me-

Dr. Hirsch declared that election day every 
citizen should consecrate the day to public 
obligation, He would by his vote register a 
protest against a change of a fiscal policy 
which had been successful for thirty years, and 
he expected the voters would be so many in 
pumber as to ciearly demonstrate the opposi- 
tion of the people to a policy which threat- 
ened American peace and prosperity.

At the conclusion of his speech applause 
filled the hall for several minutes. George B. 
Swift was then given a hearty reception. He 
said he Was giad to see so many women in the 
audience, because the mothers as well as the 
fathers were interested in the education of 
the youth. He referred to the methods of 
Democrats in the Mayoralty election 
and rebuked the present administration 
for lethargy in quelling the first out- 
break of lawlessness during the atrike.

It is true that the 
latter, though a devoted admirer of Cleve. 
land, wha, he says, seduced him from Repub- 
licanism into Democracy, did not stand up 
for the President last summer when the riot- 
ing was going on here.

These men, if 
they get into Congress, will vote with the 
Democrats for free trade and for the Demo- 
cratic free trade candidate for Speaker, and 
when not working for free trade will devote 
their misplaced energies to the effort of 
carrying out somo of their own heresies, 

Every one of thete fellows should be voted 
down. They are the worst enemies of the 
working classes whose vause they profess to 
advocate. They are doing all they can to pre- 
vent a return of the confidence without which 
employers will not borrow money for the put- 
pose of setting people to work, and without 
that the great majority of persons anxious to 
be wage earners cannot obtain employment. 
In the absence of a reasonable prospect of 
profit the employer no more will set men to 
work than those men would be willing to 
work without.a pretty good -prospect of re- 
ceiving wages therefor. As a consequence of 
the vote of two years ago so much of the con- 
fidence uecessary to business and industrial 
activity was destroyed that the Fol- 
ume of business haz decreased 34 
per cent, or more than one-third, and 
the use of money is vainly offered at very low 
rates to men who do not dare to risk it in 
business ventures which would give employ- 
ment to the toilers. If the election of today 
should result in giving to the Democrats and 
Populists a combined majority in the legisla- 
tive councils of the Nation the semi-puraiysis 
will de intensified, There will be less work than 
now, and smaller wages to the fewer persons 
who find work to do, and this not because of 
any unwillingness of employers to give work 
to the toilers, but for the reason that the 
prospects of making a profit out ef. the oper- 
ation will be diminished even beyond the 
present low ebb of industrial activity.

wishes to see broken down every vestige of 
the bars that hitherto have protected Ameri- 
can labor from competition with the under- 
paid labor of European countries. He so an- 
nounced in his speech of June 27, in which 
he accepted the Democratic nomination for 
Senator. He told his audience on that occa- 
sion he hopes and expects to see, before he is 
too old to enjoy it, trade in America as free 
as its men are free.“ 

So far as this country is concerned he sees 
it now. or would see it if he did not wilifully 
shut his eyes to the fact. There are no trade 
barriers as between the several States. The 
people of one are free to trade in all the rest, 
except as personal prejudices way prevail in 
sume cases; for instance, where a rabid 
Southern Democrat would prefer to buy his 
goods from a European rather than take them 
from a Northern factory on the same terms, 
By agreeing upon the policy of imposing im- 
port duties on such articles of foreign make 
as can be produced here with about the same 
expenditure of labor the people of all the 
States have been able to trade freely among 
theinsel vos, while paymg to that labor much 
higher wages than are paid in the 
Old World. This policy does not 
suit the Southern Democrats, and the 
Northern members of the party pander to 
their wishes about as abjectly as they did on 
the slavery question before the War of the 
Rebellion. The Southerners have no manu- 
factures to be protected, and they care noth. 
ing about protection of the interests of work- 
ingmen in the Northern States. That is why 
they want to let down the bars, and the work- 
ingtpen of the North have been so foolish as 
to vote for men who did ali they could to 
carry out the wishes of the Southern Demo- 
crats, who profess to wish to see trade as 
free as men are free,” while many of them 
would reduce the black men back to slavery 
if they had the power to do so, 

Franklin MacVeagh sympathizes with this 
Southern element in its wish to bring down 
the wages of Northern wage earners to a levei 
with the wages paid in Europe. Hopkins 
sympathizes with it. Both are catering to a 
sectional selfishness which recks not with the 
ruin it may cause in its self-gratification. 
Both are striving to eliminate the last vestige 
of protection to American labor, to abolish 
in toto the inducement which has brought 
millions of immigrants hither to share in the 
benefits secured by that protection in the past. 
They want to see the same wages paid in the 
Valleys of the Mississippi and the Hudson as 
are paid in those of the Rhine and the 
Danube, and the equality of wages will be 
established if MacVeagh is elected and if 
enough other men of his stripe are elected to 
Congress to tarry the policy announced by 
MacVeagh into effect, — 


UNJUST DOUBLE TAXATION, 

The Legislature of this State in 1891 
amended the building .and loan association 
law so as to provide that societies and associ- 
ations coming under this head should be ex- 
empt from taxation. The Supreme Court has 
declared this amendment whally unconstitu- 
tional, which leaves the building loan socie- 
ties to be taxed as other corporations are. 
The court holds that the framers of the Con- 
stitution intended that all property should be 
taxed, except the property of State, county, 
and municipal corporations, horticultural and 
agricuitural societies, and forschool, religious, 
and charitable purposes, and that it was not 
intended to permit any property belonging to 
corporations to be exempted by the Legis. 
lature from taxation. The court said: 

It is also claimed that the corporation is taxed 
in the obligations it holds against borrowers. 
The borrowing stockholder would be taxed 
twice on the same property, once on the rea 
estate mortgaged and again on the credit aris- 
ing from the loan, and the result is double taxa- 
tion. We do not concurinthis view. Where 
a person owning a farm procures a loan 
and mortgages the land the land ie subject to 
taxation as the property of the owner, and the 
pote and mortgage are subjectto taxation “as a 
credit in the hands of the person loaning the 
money, and where a loan is procured from a 
homestead loan association the borrower and the 
association occupy a similar position, and if the 
note and mortgage, and the land upon which the 
mortgage is given, ure both taxabie in the one 
case we see no good reason why they should not 


be in the other. 
The position taken by the court is open to 


serious objection. When aman borrows (say) 
$10,000 and puts it into a building in city or 
country the structure forthwith is taxed as 
against the owner of the land, and ‘he man 
who lent the money has nothing only a credit, 
or mortgage, which gives him a right to have 
something paid to him in the future, The 
$10,000 has been incorporated into a build- 
ing, which is taxed as such, and its value is 
all that ought to be taxed. Though it be 
taxed as against the ostensible owner it does 
not belong to him till he has paid for it, as is 
proved by the fact that if be does not pay as 
agreed the property is takenfrom him by due 
process of law, and the lender of the 
money has to fall back on its value for 
the payment of his claim. The total 
value of the property is divided in practical 
ownership, the inan who lent the money own- 
ing to the extent of his loan, and the borrower 
owning only the excess over what is sufficient 
to pay the claim. So that when the property 
has been taxed once on its total value, or on 
the same percentage of dts value as other 
property is assessed at, the ownings of both 
the lender and the borrower have been taxed, 
though the whole of the tax may. be paid by 
the one in whose name the title stands. To 
tax each on the whole value is to make each 
one pay on the part of the property which is 
owned by the other as well as by himself. 
Where only the holder is taxed he pays on 
both portions, but he would have to pay the 
tax in the shape of extra interest if it were 
known beforehand that the iender must pay. 
The same principle applied to the merchant 
would tax him on his credits as well as on the 
goods he has on hand. The goods he has sold 
on credit are being taxed in other States, in 
Iowa, Minnesota, etc., in the Hands of the 
merchants there.

And 
the other personages in The Last Word 
are not Americans if you only stop to think of 
them. Take the end of the first act when an 
American Cabinet officor announces the 
engagement of his daughter to a dip- 
lomat whom she happens to detest. 
Such a procesding might not be ridiculous in 
Vienna or St. Petersburg, but how absurd 
it is in Washington! Again, are American 
young men afraid of their fathers like 
Harry Rutherell, and have to absorb courage 
from pretty widows from Russia? Non- 
sense. America can teach all this to Russia 
or the Continent, not vice versa. But we 
take that modern Modus-—-Harry Rutherell— 
although he is 100 years behind his age, and has 
not a suspicion of Yankee gumption. for the sake 
of the beautifal art of acting which is lav- 
ished on arrant nonsense of character. 
How the other women pale their ineffectual 
fires beside Vera, the American girl 
who is masquerading as a Tartar! Even 
if Miss Carlisle and Miss Cecil 
were not shadows of women they could not ap- 

roach the sumptuous substantiality of Miss 

han. Here the last is a Russian Katharine 
without an American Petruchio, and one resents 
the poverty of our dramatic literature which 
leaves us without a virile representative in the 
presence of what one of the characters calls a 
“Siberian Circe.“ No; the play is not the 
thing; the star is the thing.

The comedy of Francillon,“ which is the 
most unsavory and offensive of all the dramas 
of the younger Dumas, furnishes a role which nat- 
urally entices the efforts of Mrs. Cora Urquhart 
Potter, whose career on the stage has been 
marked by association with plays and characters 
distinguished either by their murky moral at- 
mosphere or their morbid sensaticnalism. It is 
the character of the Countess Francine de Riv- 
erolles,the leader of a brilliant although morally 
stained circle in Paris. who, because her hus- 
band proves unfaithful to his marriage 
vows, leads him to believe that she too has 
purposely fallen. The play is intended to point 
the moral that man and woman should live with- 
in the bounds of the same moral law, an ideal 
state which may be supposed of an ideal society 
but which for obvious reasons is impossible in 
the social structure as it now exists. It is un- 
necessary to describe the disagreeable story of 
the play. It would be an equally fruitless’ task 
to condemn at length the nauseous manner in 
which Mrs. Potter costumes and enacts the lead- 
ing role. It is sufficient to say that the costumes 
are as scant in material as the acting is in 
its evidence of good taste and ability. 
At no point in the play, éxcopt, perhaps, during 
a brief movement at the close of the first act, was 
Mrs. Potter more material than the huge 
bouquet of roses painted upon the mimic 
conservatory. The fatiguing monotone and 
vexing indistinctness of her delivery 
seem to have become aggravated during her ab- 
sence. Mr. Bellew, who played the role uf 
Lucien de Riverolies, more nearly holds his own 
although there is a harshness and artificiality in 
his work. The remainder of the company is 
fairly efficient. The same play was presented in 
Chicago a year ago by Mrs. Potter under the 
title of The Marriage Spectre" and was 
promptly repudiated. Its revival at the present 
time. the management of the theater explains, is 
merely a makeshift to enable the finishing 
touches to be put upon Charlotte Corday,” 
which will be produced Wednesday night. A 
better policy would have dictated that perform- 
ances be suspended during the two evenings.

INVENTION TO HELP MARINERS. 


Captains Will Be Able to Tell How Far 
They Are from Shore, 

Wasurneror, D. C., Nov. 5.—An instru- 
ment that will enable a mariner to tell in an 
instant upon seeing a lighthouse or any well. 
known mark upon the sea coast just ‘how far 
his ship is distant from shore, that will in- 
form the Captain of a man-of-war how far 
away his ship may be from another vessel of 
his own navy, and be of assistance in 
many other respects, where the elements of 
distance or height are factors, has been sub- 
mitted to the Navy Department for trial. 
The instrument is known as the stadimeter, 
and is the invention of Lieut.

The stadimeter is 
much simpler in construction and operation 
than the range-finder, to which indeed it may 
serve as an adjunct, but cannot entirely re- 
place it, as at least one element—either height 
or distance—must be known to operate it so 
as to determine the o er.

GUARDING AGAINST ASSASSINS. 


Secret Service Detect ves Follow the Pres- 
ident. Wherever He Goes. 

New York Herald; Itis not a secret that 
Mr. Cleveland. whenever and wherever he 
travels, is accompanied by a guard of secret 
set vice detectives, but it isa fact not gener- 
ally Known. More than this, not only the 
person of the President is constantly pro- 
tected, but official watchers, heavily armed, 
guard the Presidential household by day and 
nigbt. There are always detectives in the 
White House, and when little Ruth goes out 
to walk with her nurse the well-dressed man 
who saunters near attracts no attention. . 

So hn is when Mr, Cleveland walks out in 
the National Capital. Unanoted by the passing 
throng, there is slwayssome man near who 
hides under the guise of a commonplace office- 
holder or business-man the identity of an 
armed detective. These things are not noted 
in Washington, but they are known — ** 

te is 
ever present to Mr. Cieveland’s mind, and he 
is not taking any chances with his family 
either. Should cranks or kidnapers assail the 
Presidential children they would meet an in- 
+ tant and formidable resistance. 

The Presidential guard consists of three 
men. One of them ts a regener -middie aie See: 
of powerful build und natty 
has the manner of a man of the Agent in easy 
circumstances, 

The other two are younger men. One of 
these is short and thick set, witna brown mus- 
tache, the other of lighter build. Both are 
men of intelligent face and manly bearing. 

r. Cleveland’s place at Buzzard’s Bay oc- 
icone a small 3 , and is approached 
by a simgie road. Ona this road one of the 
detectives was constantly to be seen. Pass- 
ing through the big gate and into the grounds 
the visitor was sure to encounter another, and 
the third was generally to be found on the 
poreh or within the house, hen the Presi- 
dent went out one of these men was _ contin- 
ually near him, and when the family or any 
member of it appeared w.thcut the grounds 
oue of the trio was sure to be not far away. 

At first these three men were something of 

a puzzle to Mr. Cleveland’s neighbors and 
the residents and tradesmen of the place. But 
after a time, though none of them would ad- 
mit his identity, it came to be pretty wed 
known that they were Secret Service men. 
They were a matter of gossip for a while, and 
then became an old story. 

When Mr. Cleveland and his family started 
South the Secret Service guard, of course, ac- 
companied them. They were not numbered 
in the President’s actual party, which con- 
sisted of himself. Mrs, Cleveland, Miss Ruth, 
the ba by. and a maid, but they were present, 
nevertheless. They took no part in the em- 
barkation of the party, nor in its change of 
care at Boston, but they were there all the 
time. The three men, affecting curiosity 
only, gathered closely around the party, and 
accompanied it everywhere. 

At Boston the President and his family took 
a private car belonging to the Old Colony 
road, which was attached to an express. 
detectives saw the party aboard, and ther en- 
tered the car ahead, hen the special car 
was attached to the Boston express at Provi- 
dence the detectives stood guard over it until 
a neW start was made. 

The journey was then uneventful until a 
stop was made at Greenwich, Conn., Tuesday 
afternoon, and the party dismounted, to be 
met by E. C. Beneaict and taken to his coun- 
try place for the night, The detectives were 
on hand again and aw Mr. Cleveland and his 
family safely in the Benedict carriage, They 
followed and made sure that alt was right at 
the house. Then they went to the Lenox 
House for the night. 

Greenwich village was soon all agog over 
these strangers, It had been noticed that 
they closely surrounded the President and his 
family when they dismounted from the train 
and acted as a bodyguard until. Mr. Bene. 
dict’s carriage moved away. No end of in- 
quiries were made of the hotel clerk as to the 
identity of the strangers, but he diplomat. 
ically declared they were electricians, at the 
same time winking knowingly. It was 
noticed that they took turns at the hotel 
throughout the night, one or dnather of them 
always being in the neighborhood of Mr, 
Benedict's house, It was seen, too, that all 
were heavily armed 

When Mr. Cleveland started for New York 
yesterday morning two of the detectives were 
at the station to meet him. They accom- 
panied. him from the carriage to the train, 
and in thecar one sat directiy behind him 
and the other at his side on the opposite side 
of the car. Mr. Benedict and his wife and 
daughter accompanied Mr. Cleveland, but 
the detectives ne no attention to them, Ar- 
riving at the Grand Central Station the two 
men walked on the President’s either hand to 
the Forty-second street curb, and when Me 
Cleveland entered Dr, Bryant’s carriage one 
of them followed and sat opposite him. 

Meantime the third detective remained at 
Greenwich. He had been detailed to watch 
Mrs. Cleveland and the children, and when a 
maid appeared on the villege street in the 
afternoon with Ruth and Esther he was ob- 
served sauntering near with apparent un- 
concern,

THE FARMERS’ NEW OOMPETITOR. 


Argentina Promises Seon. te Beeome the 
Great Wheat-Prodacing Country. 

Harpers Weekly: Agriculture in the 
United States in one of its chief branches has 
another very important competitor in the 
field. The Atgentine Republic promises soon 
to become the greatest wheat- producing coun- 
try in the world, The planters there have but 
recently begun the exportation of wheat, bat 
the increase bes been very rapid—rapid, how- 
ever, in so steady a way that we cannot speak 
of it as a mere temporary or spasmodic contyi. 
bution to the world’s supply. These ship 
ments from Argentina were first noticed 
when about 25,000,000 busii- 
els. were sent to Europe; in 1893 the 
shipments amounted to 45,000,000; in the 
first half of 1894 the shipments had been 
about 45,000,000, indications in 
Buenos Ayres were that before the end of the 
year the shipments would regate 75,000. 
000. Another crop will be — there in 
December, and thw promises to amount to 
125,000,000. There are 5,000,000 people 
in Argentina, and if we allow five bushels 
per capita for home consumption it 
will easily be seen that in the South Ameri- 
can republic there will bea surplus of 100, 
000,000 bushels, and this, of zourse, will go 
to the European markets and Brazilian mar- 
kets once 
have abrogated the treaty of reciprocity with 
us, and naturally our flour wheat, once 
exchanged for sugar, will have to find other 
purchasers. The shipments of May rote 
machinery from. this country 
are at present greater than ever before, and 
this shows that the wheat planters there are 
preparing to enlarge the acréage, as the 
machines most in demand are reapers, mow- 
ers, and thrashers. There are other consider- 

ations that make this Argentine competition 
formidable. The climate is mild there, and 
the food plentiful and chen The laborers 
do not need to be housed and clothed so well 
as those who work in our harsher climate. 
Them. again, the Argentine wheat-growi 
regions are quite near the seaboard, 
there is no need fora long and costly. land 
haul to the place of exportation. 

These considerations make it wise for us to 
look at the future of wheat culture in the 
United States with candor and frankness. It 
will do no manner of good to.underrate the 
importanee of facts because we hold 
Latins of South America in low esteem. It 
would be wiser for us to come in competition 
with them only when we can beat them, or at 
least hold our own. We cannot beat them in 
any game that requires the American farmers 
to live as the Italian laborers live who till the 
fertile soil of the plains of South America. 
Nor should our farmers abandon the field to 
any competitors, however formidable. In 
other words, we should by no means er 
the possibility of no longer cultivating wheat. 
But we should cultivate it more wisely.

SHIPMENTS NOT STIMULATED. 


Anticipated Advance in Eastbound Rates 
Does Not Scare Shippers, 

Although the Presidents and General Mana-. 
gers have issued positive orders to the freight 
officials of the Central Traffic Association 
roads instructing them to advance freight 
rates Nov. 12 and strictly adhere to the tariff 
thereafter yet the shippers do not seem to 
take much stock in the sincerity of the rail - 


roads. It was expected the announcement of 
an advance in eastbound rates would greatly 
stimulate shipments previous to the advanced 
rates taking effect, but not only was there no 
increase in eastbound through shipments but 
there was a of nearly 1,000 tons. 
This indicates that either there is no demand 
for our products in the East or abroad or that 
shippers are of opinion they can get lower 
rates after Nov. 12 than they can now.

NEW RATES TO BE PUT IN EFFECT. 


Grain and Flour Tariffs by All Rail from 
the Northwest to Be Advanced. 

Chairman Midgley has just issued a circu- 
lar to the members of the Western Freight 
Association regarding the proposcd advance 
by lake lines of through rates on flour, grain, 
ete. Oct. 30. Mr. Midgley says messages 
were received from Commissioner French of 
the Associated Lake Lines at Buffalo and 
Western Manager Evans of the Anchor Line 
saying the managers had agreed to advance 
lake and rail rates on grain products effective 
Nov. 12, to the basis of 20 cents per 100 
pounds, Chicago to New York, and 22 
sents from Duluth and West Superior. The 
foregoing being communicated to the lines 
running East from St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
the latter held a meeting Nov. 1 and, after 
full consideration of the matter, the 
unanimous opinion was that Nov. 12 (the 
date named by the lake lines for the advance) 
would be-so near the close of navigation that 
any advance in ratesat so late a period would 
be unwise. At a su nent meeting those 
roads concluded it would be unwise to at- 
tempt an advance, and notice was given that 
the existing rates on flour, etc., via the north. 
ern routes, including the “Soo” line via 
Gladstone, would be continued on the basis 
of 12½ cents per 100 pounds from Mirnne- 
apolis to New York untii the close of naviga- 
tion. As it was definitely decided an advance 
would not be made by the northern lines it 
foliows, Mr. Midgley says, that the exist- 
ing rail and lake tariffs from. Minne- 
apolis via Lake Michigan ports will continue 
until notice is 3 of their cancellation. 
Meanwhile the Western Freight Association 
lines have been requested to cancel their 
tariff on flour, etc., from Minneapolis to 
Pittsburg and Buffalo, on the basis of 22 
cents per 100 pounds. That was predicated 
on the acceptance of 10 cents to Chicago and 
12½ cents East. Inasmuch as Eastern roads 
desired to put their rates from Chicago to 
Pittsburg and Buffalo in line with the ad- 
vance ordered from Chicago to New York 
Nov. 12 ensuing, thus allowing 15 cents East 
of this city, there was no reason, Mr. Midg- 
ley says, why the associated roads West 
should not also restore their local rate of 
12% cents on shipments of flour, etc., des- 
tined to Pittsburg, Buffalo, and dependent 
territory. Accordingly notice of the advance 
to the busis of 27 cents from Minneapolis 
to Pittsburg, Buffalo, and common points 
was issyed, effective Nov. 12, and the all-rail 
lines from Minneapolis were duly advised, 
and in addition notice was issued to the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission.

SETBACK FOR “BIG FOUR” PACKERS.

HAS NO VALID OLAIM TO DAMAGES, 


Decision Affecting Certain Employes of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 
PirrspurG, Pa., Nov. 5.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court of Pennsyivania today decided 
an employé of a railroad who isa member of 
a relief association auxiliary tothe road has 
no claim. to damages if injured while in the 
discharge of his duties. The case was Ringler 
vs. The Pennsylvania Railroad Company and 
was appealed from the Philadelphia County 
Courts. Ringler was injured and accepted the 
benefits of the association. He sued for dam- 
ages and on a point of law secured a favor: 
able verdict. The company appealed, Jus- 
tice Williams reversing the decision of the 
lower court says: The essential prin- 
ciple. is that a contract between em- 
ployer and employé which preserves to the 
latter all his rights of action in case of 
negligence until after the facts have occurred 
and are known to him is not against public 
policy. Therejis no waiver of any right of 
action that the person injured may thereafter 
be entitled to. It is not the signmg of the 
contract, but the acceptance of benefits after 
the accident that constitutes the release. The 
injured party is not stipulating for the future, 
but settling for the past.. The. acceptance of 
benefits, of course after the accident, opera- 
ted asa release. The acceptance of benefits 
is the substance of the release. 
The decision is of great interest to all 
railroaders, especially the thousands of Chi- 
cago employés of the Pennsylvania lines.

It is the general opinion among those con- 
necttd with local building and ioan associa- 
tions the decision is an unjust one, which will 
compelamanto pay double taxes on his 
property. Some fifteen years: ago when 
building and loan associations were first 
started the matter was brought up by the as- 
sessors here and they came to the conclusion 
there was nothing assessable, The question 
of taxing building and loaa associations came 
up before the Supreme Court four or five 
years ago in New Jersey under a Constitution 
similar to that of Illinois and the ision was 
in favor of the associations. 

The decision will have an appreciable effect 
on the associations. The stocks will in all 
probability take a year, or even two years, 
longer to mature, and the members will be 
indirectly affected, 

„Ot course I am disappointed in the de- 
cision,”’ said Julius Stern. attorney and Vice- 
President of the State League Association. 
It is unjust from the. fact every borrower 
must put his money in real estate, which is tax- 
able, and he is therefore paying double taxes. 
The Constitution says the Legislature has no 
right to grant any exemption from taxation

This 
will be particularly hard on the smaller asso- 
ciations. It will, of course, take 
shares much longer to mature, and 1 
consider it a most unjust decision. 
It is simply a double taxation. A man would 
pay taxes on his property and then if he came 
to us for a loan we would have to pay taxes 
on itagain. Of course, he would have to pay 
us the amount we paid in the form of premium, 
so he would really pay taxes twice on the 
same property. 

Proposes to Fight the Decision. 


H. H. Gage, President of the Evanston and 
North Cook County Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation, said: It will have a gepressing ef- 
fect on building and loan associations. It is 
a double tax and I think it is most unjust. I 
will fight the assessment and do not see how 
it can be collected. They can not levy on the 
mortgages we hold and unless they "oe on 
my furniture I don't see what they can 
touch. 

Paul O. Stensland, Secretary of the Pros- 
perity Building and Loan Association, said: 
I have not loogced closely into the matter 
yet, but consider it decidedly unjust. I think 
‘it will virtually kill some of the small asso- 
ciations. We will havea directors’ meeting 
soon and will then discuss the matter and de- 
cide on our course in regard to it.“ 

At the office of the Permanent Building and 
Loan Association it was said if the decision 
stood it would probably knock some of the 
smaller associations out of the business. It 
would take about $7,000 a year from the 
earnings of this. association. If a man saw 
by going into a building and loan association 

property would be taxed twice he would 
take a straight loan in preference. The de- 
cision came as a big surprise to the associa- 
tion and will discussed at length at the 
meetings of the directors next Tuesday. 

At the Bankers’ and Merchants’ Building 
and Loan Associatic n one of the officers said: 
It does not seem right to take the assets fur- 
nished by us and assess from them. They 
should take a proportion, say 10 per cent, 
and assess from that, as men in other lines of 
business conceal their assets and so escape 
paying their just proportion of taxes. I think 
the assessment can be collected, but consider 
it very unjust, as most of our borrowers and 
shareholders went into the association in the 
belief that the stock would mature in about 
eight years, whereas it will now take from ten 
to eleven years.”’ 

A member of the Stockmen’s Building and 
Loan Association said: It is similar in prin- 
ciples to a man who, having paid his personal 
property tax on his diamonds and then pawns 
them, the pawnbroker, who was merely hoid- 
ing them as security, the time for redemption 
not having expired, being compelled to pay a 
personal property tax on them again.“ 


THREATEN TO OUT MINING RATE 


Secretary As klas for the Operators Gives 
Notice to That Effect. 
PrrresurG, Pa., Nov. 5.—The Railroad Coal 
Operators’ Association will try to break the 
mining rate in thie district. District Pres- 
ident Cairns today received a letter from 
the operators signed by Secretary J. M. As. 
kius notifying him that owing to the competi- 
tion of operators who are working below the 
scale rate the association would be compelled 
to take the necessary steps to annul the con- 
tract, unless the companies working for less 
can be brought up to uniform scale rates. 
The miners of this city say the law is on their 
side, and should the association wish to break 
-away it will have to be proven before an arbi- 
tration board that the scale rate is not being 
generally observed in the district. This, Pres. 
ident Cairns says, cannot be shown. Work 
has generally been suspended in the river dis- 
trict, as all boats are loaded and 15,000,000 
bushels of coal are awaiting a rise in the river 
for shipment to Southern ports. There is
